Ford Closing this Week-End Will Cut Output To 90,000 a Week; May 
Car Sales 391,697; June Seen 325,000; May Truck Sales 65,857 Units 


A slight seasonal easing of production 
pace is expected this week, bringing the 
total output to approximately 114,138 cars 
and trucks, as compared with a revised 
total of 98,408 for the previous abbreviated 
week, and 124,093 units for the week ended July 3. With 
several manufacturers tapering off, and Ford scheduled 
to halt operations from July 16 to Aug. 9, succeeding 
weekly production totals will probably drop to around 
the 90,000-mark. 


With Chevrolet still plowing into a backlog at a rate 
of about 6,000 units a day, the General Motors group will 
turn out about 49,770 units during the current week, 
according to ADN figures. Pontiac, which continues to 
hold second place behind Chevrolet in the GM group 
estimates, has 6,780 units scheduled for this week, with 
the other GM units producing in the following order: 
Oldsmobile with 6,000; Buick with 5,790, and Cadillac- 
LaSalle with 1,200. 


A total of 21,851 cars are expected to be produced by 
the Ford group this week, according to ADN. Of this 
amount, Lincoln plans 850. Ford closing July 16 will not 
affect such divisions as the blast furnaces, coke ovens, 
open hearth mill, and engineering departments, and on 
Aug. 8 the company plans resumption of a 6,000-a-day 
pace, officials report. 

With Plymouth leading the way with a projected 
11,040 cars, the Chrysler group should produce about 
24,340 units during the current week, according to ADN 
figures. Nearly 4,000 units above last week, this total 
exceeds the amount turned out a year ago by 2,790 cars 
and trucks. Dodge is expected to maintain its regular 
rate of 9,000, while Chrysler is scheduled for 2,200 units, 
and De Soto about 2,100. At this time last year Chrysler 
produced 1,100 units; Dodge, 9,000; De Soto, 950, and 
Plymouth, 10,500. 

Hudson-Terraplane, with 1,970 units planned for the 
current week, steps into first place among the inde- 
pendents, increasing its production from the 1,873 total

last week. Nash-LaFayette will continue to move at a 
fast clip, projecting 1,920 cars for the current week, 
against last week’s 1,870, ADN estimates. Willys, in third 
place, plans 1,600 cars for the current week, against 
1,000 last week, when production was curtailed by a 


shortage of material caused by labor disturbances in the c 


steel industry. Studebaker slacks a little from its 1,895 
of last week to schedule 1,328. Packard is expected to 
produce about 1,000 units; Graham, 320, and Cord, 40. The 
miscellaneous group, which includes trucks, should 
account for about 10,000, ADN estimates.

Labor news along the automotive front is 
scarce this week with little expectation of 
outbursts between now and next fall. An- 
nouncement by Ford Motor Co., that it 
will close its plants beginning this week- 
end and remain closed until Aug. 9, is expected to halt 
union activities at the Ford plant at least temporarily. 
The setback which the CIO got in its tussle with steel 
seems to have put leaders in a more thoughtful mood 
and there has been a general decline in sporadic local 
disturbances which afflicted the industry earlier this 
year. The seasonal recession in production which is 
normal for this time of year is likely to make any large 
seale labor difficulty unprofitable in the immediate future.

Earnings, therefore, again will 
show a decline as compared with 
similar period of 1936, it is re- 
ported by Dow, Jones & Co. 


Operations Rise 

NEW YORK.— Operations in 
the steel industry are scheduled 
at 82.7 per cent of capacity, an 
increase of 15.4 points from the 
previous week’s mark of 67.3 per 
cent, according to the American 
Iron & Steel Institute. Holiday 
last week had brought its figure 
down 7.7 points from the week 
ending July 3. A month ago opera- 
tions were at 76.6 per cent; and a 
year ago, 69 per cent. Seventy of 
the 73 open hearth furnaces and 
three Bessemer plants in Youngs- 
town are in operation this week, 
shattering July records.

tice within the dealer body. Under this act used car 
allowance values will be fixed by state law through a 
commission composed of two new car dealers, a used car 
dealer, a new car salesman and a neutral, based upon 
the operations for a 30-day period prior to the establish- 
ment of new listings. Appraisers then fix the value of 
each car offered for trade by deducting from the maxi- 
mum allowance value the cost of repairs or replace- 
ments which in his judgment are needed to put the car 
in a safe and saleable condition. The cost of such repairs 
are based upon flat rate charges to be issued by the 
commission. A majority of dealers are reporting favor- 
able to the new legislation but some dealers operating 
along borders of adjacent states are reported doubtful. 
Complete reports of the discussions will appear in ADN 
July 17. During the meetings the association elected new 
officers for the coming year, as follows: Elmer Turner, 
Greensburg, succeeding A. W. Golden, Reading, elected 
vice-president; R. C. Keller, York, secretary-treasurer; 
Claude S. Klugh, Harrisburg, manager, and W. H. 
Brearley, Ardmore, counsel. Approximately 100 dealers 
from Virginia, W. Virginia, Ohio, New York and New 
Jersey were present to hear the discussion of the “Lit- 
tle NRA” law.

Complete reports on May passenger car regis- 
trations received late Tuesday aftcrnoon bring 
the total for the month to 391,697 units. This 
figure compares with 392,744 in May 1936 and 
with 285,277 for April this year. May very likely 
will prove the peak month of the spring selling season 
this year, since reports from R. L. Polk and Co., indicate 
that the total for June will not exceed 325,000 units. This 
estimate is based on returns from nine state reports for 
June showing a total of 27,282 units which is a decline of 
16.74 per cent from the reports in the same state during 
May and a decline of 13.13 per cent from the same nine 
states in June a year ago. Should this rate of recession 
hold in the remainder of states for June the 325,000 total 


seems correct.

Final reports on May commercial car 
registrations bring the total for the month 
to 65,857 units as compared with 62,183 in 
May a year ago. A slight recession in 
commercial car sales was anticipated for 
June with reports for nine states showing a total of 5,- 
694 units which is a decline of 12.25 per cent from the 
same states in May but an increase of 4.84 per cent above 
the same states in June last year. On the basis of these 
returns commercial sales in June this year should run to 
approximately 60,000 units when final figures are available.

Figuring the June new passenger car reg- 
istrations at 325,000, the total for the first 
six months of this year, 1,956,120 against 1,- 
853,081 in the same period 1936, which is a 
gain of better than 5 per cent in spite of the 
strikes and interruptions which have afflicted the in- 
dustry since the beginning of the year. With commercial 
car sales in June estimated at 60,000 units, the total for 
the first six months of the year would run to 343,456 as 
compared with 319,155 in the same period a year ago. 
This is an increase of close to 8 per cent over last year. 
Combined car-truck registration for the first half totaled 
2,299,576 against 2,172,236 last year.
